W ith 
this fact in mind it should be obvious 
th a t the credit side of the ledger did 
net begin to show a definite, favorable 
trend until the plant had been in op­ 
eration for approxim ately 60 days. 
U nder present o perating conditions, 
how ever, with about 84 per cent 
of 
the en tire load on its lines, the plant 
is a v erag in g around $2000 per month 
net profit.
